The 
church at Wide Pay had been badly 
crushed at one end. It was pitch dark 
when the tidal wave camo upon the 
land.

From files of the Panama "Star and 
Herald," to May 25th, wo glean tho 
following: 

A private letter from Payta states 
that the laborers contracted by Mr. 
Blume for tho railroad wont on a strike 
on tho 2d instant, and led by their 
ring-loaders went and sacked the 
churches of Piure and Colon, took all 
the clothes off tho saints and stolo the 
oustodia. 

During the month of April ten ves- 
sels of different nationalities carried 
from Pisagua 184,412 quintals of ni- 
trato, leaving live vossels loading on 
tho last of tho month. 

The Nicaragua papers to the 8th 
inst. are chiefly taken up in express- 
ing more or less satisfaction that the 
long existing unfriendly relations bo- 
tween Nicaragua and Costa Rica now 
put on tho appearance of a speedy and 
pacific termination. 

Tho oxccut'on of Melendez, the 
murderer of ex-Vice President Melen- 
dox, took place at San San Salvador 
on the 29th of April last. Such was 
the indignation still felt by the pooplo 
against this assassin that tho day of 
his punishment became quite a feast. 
All business houses were closed and 
the streets wore full of people Tho 
murderer, guarded by a strong military 
force, was conducted from the govern- 
ment houso to the cemetery where ho 
was shot in a very bungling manner. 
Tweuty-threo shots were lired at him 
before ho was dead. On his way to 
the place of execution ho showed a 
groat deal of "sang froid" and inareh- 
ed steadily carrying a cross in his 
hand. On arrival at the place he tied 
the handkerchief himself over his eyes, 
stretched out his arm over the cross 
and thus was despatched. 

So many people are becoming crazy 
in Chilo that it is looked on as a sort 
of endemic. 

Small-pox is still frightful in San 
Javier. 

Garcia Moreno has tho majority of 
votes for next President of Ecuador. 
In Guayaquil business is still very 
dull. A great many cases of mania 
are taken place and dysentery is tilling 
tho hospitals with fatal cases of that 
disease. Passengers just fron Guaya- 
quil say 500 cases were reported to bo 
in the hospital. Mumps also was Tory 
prevalent. 

Another Spiritual Exposure. 

A very clever and amusing expose 
of Spiritualism has just taken place at 
Birmingham. Two leading Secular- 
ists took it into their heads — being 
moved thereto by tho spirit of evil — 
to try tho produce 'manifestations.' 
They woro marvellously successful, and 
the Spiritualists rejoiced exceedingly; 
behold ! two noted Secularists were 
becoming mediums; much praise was 
■howeied upon Secularism for its no- 
ble efforts to discover truth; in the 
Spiritualist camp were great feastings, 
and letters poured into the city pa- 
pers — dissertations on the triumph of 
the now religion. Sweetmeats were 
showered from the coiling, eggs and 
oranges were slipped into the sitters' 
clasped hands; flowers fell in fragrant 
floods; writing was traced on many 
papers; a coci anut recognized by a 
Spiritualist as his own veritable pro- 
perty was transported from the own- 
er's house to that where the spirits 
were 'manifesting.' Never had such 
tosts boon submitted to as those allow- 
ed by ' tho Secularist mediums' every 
possibility against trickery and knavery 
was guarded against, and yet tho phe- 
nomena went on ; nay, in broad day- 
light tho table danced, as one passed. 
At last some 'mediums' who came to 
report declared -they could wee the 
spirits at work; one lady saw a 'gigan- 
tic figure;' and others saw 'the wings 
of tho attondant spirits who were pre- 
sent. 

This was the culminating point of 
manifestations that had been going 
on for weeks. Mr. Keddalls, one of 
tho 'infidel mediums," was lashed to 
» chair; the gas was turned out; all 
the Btrange phenomena went on; and 
finally "Mr. Reddals was found lying 
at full length on a table behind the 
circle, having become looso from the 
rope, and, as the Spiritualists affirmed, 
carried over tho heads of those pre- 
sent. Several gentlemen emphatically 
stated that they had felt him floating 
in tho air." But, alas for Spiritualism. 
Mr. Keddalls asked if all were satis- 
fied that spirits were present, and the 
Spiritualists said "Yes." Then, "in 
a somewhat- sarcastic speech," he 
avowed that all the "manifestations" 
had been deceptive, and "that, in 
thus disclosing tho utter folly of 
Spiritualism, ho wished to prevent 
people not only wasting their time, 
but their money on those who, out 
of mediums!) ip, made a living by 

fuoying upon the superstitions of their 
ollows." Mr.Reddalls has really done 
common sense a great and a much 
'needed service, and tho commotion 
in Spiritualistic circles is torriblo, and 
tho consternation is deep.

A Looomotivk on Leos. — At tho sitting 
of the Academy of Sciences a short time 
ago M. Trosca exhibited a model of a lo- 
comotive engine now being tried on the 
Eastern Railway.

It ia like an ordinary railway engine with 
rods terminating in broad circular skates.

The moving cylinders, instead 
of turning wheels, raise tho fort, and 
tho whole acts something after tho fash- 
ion of a three legged horse. This inven- 
tion is especially adapted for carrying 
great weights up an incline. The engine 
at work on the Eastern Railway weighs 
ten tons, and does seven or eight kilome- 
tres un bctnf, and can accomplish, if de- 
sired, twenty kilometres. Of course, this 
now style of locomolive is not likely Lo 
displace the ore now in nae, but it is es- 
pecially applicable to mountain railways, 
and i? a step in a new direction. The 
model exhib led at the Academy of 
Sciences ascended an incline of '25 dogs, 
with eaao. — Loudon 7 Imes.

— Reports from 
various places in thb central part of 
this State say that the vicinity was vis- 
ited to-day by the most dostructive 
storm known for many yoars, doing 
great injury to railroads ami crops. 

Kansas City, Mo, Juno 21. The 
most terrible storm since 1864, visited 
this section on Sunday night and last- 
ed 4 or 5 hours. The rain poured 
down in torrents. Several houseB in 
this city were struck by lightning and 
several unroofed. Immense damage 
was done to tho streets, and many 
collars were Hooded. The storm ex- 
tended over tho country for an area of 
50 or more miles to the southwest.

— Iu the Houso of 
Lords to-day, the Marquis of Bath 
asked Harou Lyttonton, ono of tho 
Governors of Eton College, if it wa3 
true that the bead master aud govern- 
ors had given their sanction to stud- 
ents attending tho meetings contem- 
plated by MooJy and Sankey. Lyt- 
louton replied that the governors wero 
to consider tiio matter to-morrow. 
Lord Overstono approves the attend- 
ance of students at bucli meetings. 
Tho Earl of Shaftesbury objectad to 
debate without notico on the subject. 

In the House of Commons, Captain

Gladstone whether ho gavo Moody a 
letter of introduction to tho authori 
ties of Eton. 

Thero is great excitemont at Eton 
over the Moody and Sankey affair. A 
protest against the proposed visit has 
Oeen signed by 057 boys, and a me- 
morial in favor of it ha3 received 30U 
signat tires. 

Thero is an uneasy feeling in the 
stock market consequent on rumors of 
furl her failures. 

Tho Carlist Commune hero an- 
nounce that they are in receipt of in- 
telligence that the Carlists have en- 
tered Castile in strong foree,and have 
been well received every where. 

Lonhon, June 22 L mdon journals 
generally disapprove of tho proposed 
visit of the revivalist preachers to 
Eton. 

Di.ui.in, June 21 — Tho steamships 
Franklin and Alaska, of the United 
States Squadron, sailed from Luxhav- 
en last evening for Kiel. 

London, Juno 21- A Bpecial from

English Mail. 



Tho Prussian Government has in 
this year's budget, for tho first time, 
alio we J a sum of 60,000 thalers for tho 
promotion and encouragement of agri- 
cultural stock breeding. 

Tho statistics of emigration from 
tho port, of Liverpool show a departure 
during the lirst four mont hs of the 
present year of 5,995 persons less 
than tho corresponding mouths of 
1871. 

A now life-raft, called tho Rescue, 
has been tested in England with good 
results. It is to undergo a through 
inspection with a vie w to being adopt- 
ed, if found suitable, in the Lloyal 
Navy. 

It is contemplation to unite Uio 
basins of the Black and Caspian seas. 
Tho canal will have to be 25U leagues 
long. Tho idea has been taken up at 
St. Petersburg and Moscow with groat 
enthusiasm among all classes of the 
population. 

With a view to an Arctic expedition 
noxt year, the Germans hnvo sent 
several naval officers to England to 
carefully study tho equipment and ar- 
rangements of the Alertand Discovery. 
Tho German expedition is intended 
to proceed by the east coast of Green- 
land. 

It is announcod that Austria will 
put in foreo to their full extent tho 
prescriptions of statutes dealing with 
the settlement of foreigners in connec- 
tion with tho collosaal immigration 
with which the country is threatened 
by the members of religious and mon- 
astic orders expelled from Prussia. 

Tho inter-university bicycle raco 
between Oxford and Cambridge, took 
place this year on tho road from St. 
Albans to Oxford, a distance of lifty- 
two miles. It was won by Hon. Keith 
Falconer, of Cambridge, in four hours, 
nine minutes, aud twenty -four seconds, 
with a fifty-inch-wheel machine. 

Edward Welby Pugin, the English 1 
architect, is dead. 

Odger and Wicks, delegates ap- 
pointed by tho Federal Union of Agri- 
cultural Labourers to make an exami- 
nation of the Mississippi Valley for 
tho purpose of ascertaining its suita- 
bility for settlement, by euigrants, will 
leave for tho United States in two 
weeks. 

A children's mooting in connection 
with the revival movement was held 
to-day in Bow Town Hall. The ser- 
vices wero conducted by Major Cole, 
of Chicago. Fully 10,000 children 
wero present, li is said to have been 
tha most picturesqne gathering of 
children ever seen m London, and the 
singing is described as wenderful. 
Similar smaller meetings were also 
held to-day in the Victoria Theatre 
and other places. 

Capt. Nates, the commander of tho 
British Arctic expedition, states that if 
they can reach the latitude attained 
by Hall, and as early as he did, there J 
will bo little diffculty in getting live 
hundred miles further. He has io- 
poatodly stated his conviction that tho 
safety of the expedition, as far as hu- 
man power can doit, has been reduc- 
ed to a certainty. 

Among the passengers who "nave re- 
cently arrived iu England from the 
Wost Coast of Africa is the son ot 
Coffee Calcalli, tho late King Ashan- 
teo. The young Prince, whose name 
ia Coffee J u tea, has been sent home 
for the purpose of being educated ac- 
cording to the terms of peace was 
made last year. He is said to bo an 
intelligent-looking boy of about four- 
teen years of age. 

The general re venues in Franco, 
says the "Dobats" have produced 
during tho month of April considera- 
bly more than had been calculated on, 
the oxoess being 1,7011,1)00 francs fur 
registration and slump-;; 1,700,000 
francs Customs; 7,500,000 francs indi- 
rect taxes; 300,000 francs on tho post- 
office. This surplus added to that 
of tho first quarter, gives an increase 
of moro than twenty-three millions. 

Tho Bishop of Orleans again comes 
to tho front on behalf of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Tins time he at- 
tacks Freemasonry, which, in essence 
and action, he declares to bo the 
enemy of Christianity. He says thai 
Freemasons were largely concerned 
in tho doings of the Commune, and 
that, taken generally, the arafc is a 
most pestilential affair, the negation 
of religion, and the eucaij of society. 
TJio Bishop is paiticularly sevecotipon 
tho rites of the ordor, which ho con- 
siders ridiculous and savage. 

A skeleton, apparently that of a 
soldier, him been turned up in a bog 
near Drumquin. It had on a military 
cloak, and was tied to .some boards, 
with two handspikes on each side. The 
hands rested on liookod sticks, and 
thero was a waistband with knife, horse 
comb, common comb, and other arti- 
cles. There were silver buckles on 
the shoes and gloves on tho bauds. 
The thighs were cased in I; nee -broo- 
ches, over which stockings, strapped 
and buckled, were lapped. A long 
on p was on tho head, and the hair, 



which was in perfect prosorvation, 
reached to the bhoulders. 

Tho "Academy" says: "Thoro 
have boon several attempts made of 
lato yours to revive tho almost lost art 
of mosaic. South Kensington has for 
somo time employed its pupils in this 
mode of decoration, and a school of 
mosaic has recently been established 
at Sevres; but wo imagine that tho 
process is too tedious to prove attrao- 
tivo to many workers in this impatient 
ago. Tho wonderful preservation of 
the examples reduced at South Ken- 
sington might well, howovcr, tempt 
some of our artists to lay aside the 
"lleeting" art of painting, and work 
in mosaic "for eternity." 

Gambling for enormous stakes still 
continues in the Kingdom of Monaco. 
At the saloon of M. Lo Blanc, au Am- 
erican is said to have lost recently 
$150,000, and a Russian Prinooss $1,- 
500,000, at which she went raving 
mad. A Scotch Duke won §G0,000 in 
less than half an hour, and lost all of 
that aud a great deal more boforo the 
end of the same day. Thero wero 
throe cases of suicido within a week, 
owing to disastrous losses. Tho Prince 
of Monaco receives a j'early rental of 
$150,000 for the saloon, and houeo ho 
is not disposed to disturb it. 

The Moscow "Gazette assorts that 
the Persian Government is much con- 
cerned with regard to Baron Router 
and Gen. Fulkonhagcn's railway con- 
cessions. Tho affair has assumed 
great importance for Persia from tho 
fact that tho Government of Teheran 
believes that England will support 
Baron Reuler, and that Russia will 
sustain Gen. Falkenhagcn. 

The following is from the London 
Solicitor's Journal: — "Tlio English law 
presents an extraordinary contrast. On 
the one side it is held that the negligence 
of a person having obarge of a young 
child is the negligence of the child and 
imputable to the ohtld, and that there is 
no redress if the child is negligently run 
over. On the other side, it is held that 
though oysters are negligently plsced in 
a river bod, it is au injury rodroasablo by 
damages for a vessel to negligently dis- 
turb them. The child, wore ho an oys- 
ter, would be protected; but as a child, 
under analogous circumstances of neg- 
lect, ho is without redress." 

. China. 

From tUeHongkong"Preas" to May 
loth, we glean the following: 

On .May 1st, after tho preaching and 
schools wore over, about 4 p. in., a 
man wdio lives noxt door to tho Me- 
thodist Episcopal Chapel in Kingkiang 
looked into tho chapel-keeper's room, 
and asked if his son was there? "No," 
replied the chapel-keeper., "ho is not 
hore, neither hnvo I seen him." Tho 
man was not satisfied, but persisted in 
saying his sou was there, and lib knew 
they had hiui, and that the foreigners 
wanted to take his boy's heart and 
eyes out to mako medicine. This 
seems to have aroused tho ' chapel- 
keeper's ire, for he replied with indig- 
nation that foreigners did nothing of 
sort, and wondered that the man 
could bo such a fool as to think so. 
While the two men wero arguing the 
matter, » largo crowd gathered in the 
narrow street, tho man shouting nttho 
lop of Ins voice that his sou was in tho 
fireign chapel, and that they wanted 
tho boy's heart to make medicine. At 
the same time the two men took to the 
last resort of kings, and fought in tho 
narrow streot, just in front of tho 
chapel: and tho crowd began throwing 
stones at the doors and windows, fin- 
ally smashing iu both, and pouring 
into the ohapel, where in a very short 
time stools, benches, pulpit, railing, 
and' chairs wero reduced to firewood; 
from thence into the school-rooms, ona 
aftor the other — then into the class- 
room, making a clean sweep of desks, 
tables, stools, chairs, etc.— finally 
cleaning out the preacher's room, and 
taking his bed, bedding, clothes, fur- 
niture, aud everything belonging to 
him; but the preacher himself got into 
the settlement, with bis wife and child, 
safely about p. m. -\ few days af- 
terwards sevoral of the vagabonds 
were arrested and rocoivod a severe 
thrashing. 

We understand that the Chinese 
Government intend to introduce the 
quinine, gutta perchu, aud India rub- 
ber plants for cultivation in Formosa; 
and Mou8. Giquel, who has recently 
gone home, has, wo believe, boon 
commissioned to make tho necessary 
inquiries to this end. 

A correspondent writes: "I hear 
that tho Chinese wero rude to the for- 
eigners at tho races at Peking." As 
the Yunnan affair, as we all know here, 
is at present being much talked about 
bot h by the higher and lower classes of 
Chinese, as well at Peking as at Tien- 
tsin, and as the late aud J still-continu- 
ing exodus of a number of families 
from the Legations in Peking lias led 
tho populace of both places naturally 
to jump to the idea that the foreigners 
of the capital are leaving Peking be- 
cause they are apprehensive of trou- 
bles with tho Central Government , it. 
does not surprise mo in the least that 
we should naw bear tho lower orders 
of people of Peking have manifested 
their dislike to foreigners at the .Po- 
king raoes. 

It is proposed to raiso a memorial 
fund in Shanghai to tho lato Mr. 
Margary, the victim of Oriental trea- 
chery in Yunnan. The subscription 
is limited to ?f5, but any sum from ono 
dollar up lo that amount will ho re- 
ceived. 

Considerable Honsation was excited 
in Hongkong on tho dth of May by 
tho report that a gentleman who bus 
always stood high in the esteem of 
tho residents bad boon arrested on a 
serious charge. Mr. Alfred Pry Cham- 
bers was brought up at the Police 
Court, that morning and accused of 
embezzling various sums, amounting 
to over $GO,O0Oj tho monoys of Messrs.

Tho Echo says that forty 'houses wero 
destroyed by lire in the village of Shiu- 
ongainura, Cochin, on the 19th ult. On 
the 21th another fire destroyed 20 more 
houses; and on the 30th a third lire broke 
out, and a violent wind impelled tho 
flames; which destroyed almost tho entire 
village. Many people were found burnt 
to cinders in their beds. Thirty houses 
are also said to have been destroyed iu a 
tiro in Euna-daiko-matchi, Nagasaki.
